Considerable interest was . mani- 
fested at, this ‘demonstration by some 
fifteen farmers who watched the pro- 
gress of its construction. By means 
of the safety bull breeding chute, 
which is an important feature of the 
demonstration, it is possible to own 
and take care of.an aged bull with- 
ont any chance of injury to the.own- 
Furthermore, the only way to 
aoe definitely how good the bull is, 
is to note the difference in the pro- 
ductive ability between his.daughters: 
and their dams. This méans that the 
bull must be kept long enough for 
ithis to be carried out, and many times 
at a mature age they become very 
difficult to handle, but with a bull 
pen the owner never has to be within 
the same enclosure withthe bull.
